EVERY EPPORT ANTICIPATE AND AVOID ANY POTENTIAL POR 
REGRETTABLE INCIDENTS. 

3. IN ACCORDANCE WITH REF B WE HAVE NOT PERMITTED DOD 
PERSONNEL TO VISIT SYRIA ALTHOUGH UNDER EXISTING 
INSTRUCTIONS PROM DEPT. DOD DEPENDENTS ARE ALLOWED. 
CONPIDENTIAL 
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AGREE WITH ANKARA THAT CONPLICT BETWEEN DOD INSTRUCTIONS 
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AND THOSE OF STATE SHOULD BE CLARIEIED AND WE, OF COURSE, 

WOULD WISH TO BE INFORMED OF ANY AMENDMENTS TO EXISTING 
REGULATIONS.
